They disappeared off 
into the back section of the track and 
only Pierce returned, with the lead 
firmly in control. 

“I fell twice. I guess I got too excited 
in trying to hold back Kippy. The 
second time I fell the engine must have 
loaded up because I couldn't get it 
running,” explained the 17-year-old 
Team Suzuki ace. 

“Some fellows gave him some help 
to get it running,” said Florida’s 
likable referee Freddie Ephrem, "so I 
had no choice but to disqualify him.” 

Pierce charged on to win the first 
moto over 20 seconds ahead of 
Reinholt, Brian Myerscough, David 
Jones and Mike Guerra. 


With Barnett having been 
eliminated from the first moto's 
points, Kippy Pierce narrowed his 
second place in the series points 
standings of Barnett by less than a 
moto win. Mark couldn't take any 
chances racing Pierce again in the 
second round. 

Steve Martin put his Yamaha into 
temporary lead at the start of moto 
two, tailed by Reinholt, Lett, Jeff 
Hicks, then Pierce and Barnett. At 
one point Barnett wheeled his way past 
Pierce as they charged to the lead of 
the pack, but Pierce repassed Mark 
with enough momentum to carry 
himself up into the lead past Reinholt 
as well. 

"I really felt good. The bike was 
strong, and we were clicking,” Kippy 
said afterwards. 

Barnett followed Pierce up into 
second spot a lap later, but the pace 
was too dangerous for the points 
margin it offered. Mark began to 
ease up as the 30-minute moto played 
out, letting Guerra get his Yamaha 
past for second spot on the final lap. 
Barnett held onto third place and with 
it the Florida series 125cc title. 


250cc 


Tony DiStefano chose to remain in 
Southern California to train after the 
Seattle Supercross rather than return 
to the Florida series as expected. His 
problem in the first two races had 
nullified any chance of repeating his 
twice-previous Florida series titles. 


More than making up for the D's 
absence was the Hurricane's presence 
at the final race. The 250cc class was 
pre-billed as "The Race Of The Day" 
with a heavy confrontation expected 
between Hannah and Don Kudalski on 
the factory Harley.

qualifying moto. Kudalski’s banzai 
technique to the first corner out- 
pulled Hannah's clutch fanning with 
the stock Yamaha, with Don 
wheelieing the orange Harley into the 
lead just a few feet ahead. For four 
laps, Don held the lead as the 
Hurricane repeatedly pressed in then 
backed off. 

With one lap to go in the 10-minute 
qualifier..."I came out of a corner, 
got in a series of whoops and got out of 
shape. When I got it straightened out I 
was headed straight for the infield 
lake," related the Killer as he drip- 
dried. 

"I had to stop to see where he went. 
I never laughed so hard before," was 
the Hurricane’s comment on the 
matter. Bob won, while Don would 
come back and win the consolation 
moto to make the transfer to the main. 

Frank Stacy got serious about 
overcoming the minor problems which 
had been affecting him all series long 
and got cooking for the final event. 
Frank put his Moto-X Fox/Penton 
into the lead of the first moto ahead of 
Hannah, Tim Welker, Kenny Zahrt, 
Marty Moates, Mickey Kessler and 
John Calathes. 

Kudalski pulled a poor start this 
time, and in an attempt to make it up 
quickly, crashed hard on the first lap 
jamming his handlebar into his side. 
After riding one lap in pain, Don 
retired from the moto to put a 
temporary end to the 
Hannah/Kudalski confrontation. 

By the fourth lap, Hannah had 
gotten around Stacy as expected, but 
Frank held his ground to claim second 
for the moto. Marty Moates was 
looking strong as well in his final ride 
for Husky (Marty will switch to a LOP 
Suzuki for the remainder of the year) 
and passed Welker for third spot. 
Calathes got his Maico a little too close 
for Moates' comfort near the end of 
the race, followed by Mark Robillard, 
Monte McCoy, Gary Pustelak and 
John Savitski. 

Crashes in turn one held back a 
number of riders at the start of the 
second moto as Hannah blasted past 
race leaders McCoy and Kudalski at 
the end of the first lap. It finally 
looked like Hannah and Kudalski 
would have their race as Don wired his 
Harley to Bob's rear fender. Don 
stayed there for three laps getting the 
bike sideways in some rough sand 
whoop sections as he tried to keep the 
throttle pegged to stay with Hannah, 
who seemed to be floating the stock 





Yamaha across the destructo-style 
bumps. 

Having gambled twice already 
today with the Harley and coming up 
with snake eyes, Don wisely decided to 
back off for the sake of safety and 
fading suspension. A couple more laps 
and the back tire went flat, forcing 
him to slow even more. 

The day belonged to Hannah as 
Stacy moved up to collect another 
second spot ahead of Monte McCoy, 
John Calathes, Kirk Bigelow and 
David Boles. 

John Calathes’ win of the opening 
series race at Orlando, and the 
consistency which followed, allowed 
the little-known-outside-of-Florida- 
rider to capture the 250cc series title. 
Open 

Don Kudalski was really interested 
in the Open class, where on his final 
race with a Yamaha, he was hoping to 
pull off the series title. Ironically, the 
three fastest riders in the class would 
fail to finish the second moto. But that 
would come later. 

Moto one was an all Kudalski show 
with Don leading in a runaway from 
flag to flag. Barry Higgins was left way 
behind after a crash on lap one as 
another Maico rider, Gary Pustelak, 
tried to keep Kudalski from racking up 
a perfect lap record. Two laps into the 
moto Gary caught and passed 
Kudalski for the lead — the first time 
in the Open class all series — but it 
was short-lived as Don was back in 
control a lap later. Pustelak held onto 
second spot for a 1-2 Polish punch 
(Gary was also racing in the 250cc 
class) ahead of John Joyner, Sumney, 
Boone and Anderson. Retiring early in 
the moto were top series contenders 
Joey Gratton with a broken foot peg, 
and fellow Maico rider Sam Dayton 
who spent a lap in the pits trying to 
straighten his Maico from a crash. 

Kudalski was really feeling sore 
from his crash in the 250cc race earlier 
and when he pulled a last place start 
for the final Open moto he decided to 
retire to the pits after just one lap. A 
between the race tabulation of points 
showed he had already won the Open 
class title with his first moto win. 

John Joyner had nailed the lead 
ahead of Boone, with Mickey now 
getting back up to working speed with 


“his broken foot well healed, then 


Waller and Summey. 

Close behind them on the opening 
lap had been Sam Dayton and Gary 
Pustelak, but the two Maico riders 


tangled bars diving for the inside line 
of a corner and knocked each other 
right into the now infamous Sugar 
Bear Grossi Lake, so named for a get- 
off there by Billy Grossi a year or so 
ago. 

“We nearly drowned!” They both 
spit the words out with water as they 
went back in to retrieve their bikes 
which were hidden in the depths. 

John Joyner, meanwhile, ran away 
with the moto, and with Kudalski out 
of action, took the day’s overall win as 
well. It was Kudalski, though, who 
summed up the 1978 Florida Winter- 
AMA MX Series for himself and the 
other riders most appropriately 
afterwards. 

"Well, after all these years I finally 
got that factory ride. There's a lot of 
people to thank, but especially Harley 
for having faith in me. But if it wasn't 
for the Florida series I probably never 
would have made a name for myself 
outside of Florida and attracted 
National attention. The only other 
way is to live and race in Southern 
California, and not too many riders 
can afford to do that. The Florida 
series gives eastern, as well as western 
riders, the attention they deserve. As 
far as organization, this was the best 
year yet for the series, its tracks, and 
the promoters. 

“There’s really one person I need to 
thank specifically. That's the guy that 
always stuck by me, supported me as a 
privateer when I needed a ride, and 
supported me with encouragement — 
that's my dad."

How to ride like the Hurricane — Part six 


Bumps, rough stuff, out of shape 
and saving it 


By Bob Hannah as told to Jim Gianatsis 


“It’s important to have a good riding style if 
you expect to get across whoops and bumps at 
any kind of speed without getting killed. The 
worst thing you can do is sit down on the bike, 


especially up towards the front 
by the tank, and have your back 
straight up and down. 

"| stand up all the time. I 
stand up and crouch over the front of 
the bike, keeping my knees slightly 
bent all the time. If you let the bike 
work around underneath you, you'll 
find it's really smooth. Keep your 
knees up tight on the tank. That's how 


you control the movement and 
direction of the bike underneath you, 
is with your knees. It kinda feels like 
you're swinging your hips on a pivot as 
the bike dances around. You really 
won't be using the handlebars hardly 
at all, but just controlling everything 
with your knees. Don't forget about 
balancing yourself on the footpegs 
with your toes and not the instep of 
your foot. 


“Once you have the proper style for 
handling the bumps, learning how to 
control the throttle and picking your 
way over a rough section becomes 
much easier. Of course you should try 
and find smooth lines during practice, 
but usually the fastest line during a 
race is full throttle right up the middle 
of the track. Everybody usually avoids 
the middle and that’s why it ends up 
the best line. Also, if you can go faster 
than anyone else your rhythm will be 
much smoother than the rhythm of the 
bumps. 

“The one thing to remember is to 
keep the gas on. And even if you get 
out of shape, the only thing that can 
save you is the gas. If the bike gets a 
little crooked, keep the gas on, but tap 
the rear brake and the bike will 
straighten right up. 








“If the bike is really out of shape you 
can either bail off or turn the throttle 
wide open. Thats what I do: Turn: 
the throttle wide open. Then as the 
back end is kicking around and 
touches ground at some point, the rear 
wheel will break loose and straighten 
the bike up. You have to have; the 
throttle wide open though, and you 
have to be holding onto the 
handlebars as tight as you can. Keep 
your knees tight on the tank as well; 
you can't sit on the bike loose. It 
sounds scary, but I get out of shape all 
the time and that's how I save it. 
Sometimes I'm hanging off the bike, 
but that's how I save it and I haven't 
been pitched off yet." ө

Five-time World Motocross Cham- 
pion Roger DeCoster, in a Belgium 
hospital recovering from his pratice 
crash, spoke exclusively to Chris Myers 
of England's Motor Cycle on February: 
17, just days after his near fatal ac- 
cident. This was the first interview he 
granted following the incident. 

"It was just a stupid crash. I 
wasn’t even going fast,” said 
Roger in Belgium on Friday. 

"I hit a tree and I could feel 
something explode inside me. I 
was losing blood really fast and I 
thought I would die. The blood 
was coming out so fast that 


when I got to the hospital they 
couldn't pump it in fast enough. They 
gave me six litres, I was nearly empty. 

"When they operated, they took out 
my spleen and did some other things 
inside." 

DeCoster said he felt "pretty good 
considering all that has happened to 
me" and expected to be in the Hart- 
kliniek for a further two weeks or so. 

"Within two months I hope I can do 
some exercises and things." 

Would he be able to race again this 
year?" "I think so." In Grand Prix? 
"Yes, I don't see why not." 

Doctors said at first that they doubt- 
ed you would ride again this year, let 
alone be back into top competition. “Ё 
was pretty bad. But the doctor says 
now he is surprised at the speed of my 
recovery." 

How will this crash affect his an- 
nouncement earlier this month that he 
would retire if he won the World 
Championship or if he lost it badly?" I 
really don't know. I don't think about 
that. Even the doctors aren't sure 
about the immediate future so far as 
racing is concerned. I have been 
through a lot and I'm grateful for get- 
ting through it." 

How about his wife Laurie? “Oh, 
she was pretty worried first of all of 
course, just after it happened and for 
the first couple of days. But now she 
knows I'm going to be alright and she’s 
just looking after our child. She's fine 
now. 

Was there something wrong with his 
bike? "I have been trying different 
types of shocks. I was riding round and 
I just fell off and the tree just hap- 
pened to be there. The bike didn't hit 
the tree or anything, but I hit it with 
my chest. 

"I was practicing with Sylvain 
Geboers and he picked me up and 
brought me back on the track, and he 
took me straight to the doctor. After 
the doctor we went to the hospital. 
The bike just sort of jumped and I fell 
off. It was just a stupid crash." е

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Another “‘Less than tolerant viewpoint 


By Lane Campbell 


It's Panic City in Hawg-land. You 
see, during January, Harley- 
Davidson dealers began receiving 
copies of a letter, signed by John 
Davidson, that began, “Harley- 
Davidson motorcycles built after 
January 1, 1978 must meet Federal 
EPA and California emissions 
standards...”. Truer words were never 
spoken. In fact,  everybody's 
motorcycle built after January 1 must 
meet those standards, if it is to be used 
on the road. 

H-D goes on to cite the carburetor, 
air cleaner, breakerless ignition and 
crankcase breathing changes they've 


cranked into their venerable design to 


meet the current standards. The firm 
then cautions dealers that it will be 
illegal to make certain modifications 
to the new emissions-certified bikes. 
They even cite chapter and verse of the 
Clean Air Act. 

It's all true. According to federal 
law, it is a violation (called tampering) 
to "knowingly remove or render 
inoperative” an emissions control 
device, design or system. Further, any 
dealer caught doing it can be slapped 
with a $10,000 fine for each violation. 
(Thankfully, the bike’s owner is not 
subject to this provision. The worse 

12 you can get hit with is a fix-it ticket if 


your bike ever flunks an “emission 
test” — something the bureaucrats 
haven't got figured out how to do yet.) 

However, the H-D letter doesn't stop 
there. The law refers to "elements of 
design" or emissions-related engine 
parts. Harley-Davidson has spelled out 
what those are: pistons, cylinders, 
cams, heads, valves, intake manifold, 
carburetor, exhaust and mufflers. 
“Modifications to these components,” 
says the letter, "may be considered as 
tampering and could constitute a 
violation...". The key word, here, is 
"may." 

The typical dealer reads the letter, 
and he says to himself, “Jeez, if I put 
Alphabet headers and a Mikuni carb 
on one of those ‘78s, I could lose my 
shirt.” So he calls up his friendly local 
trick parts supplier and starts 
cancelling orders. Ah, needless to say, 
the trick parts suppliers are none too 
happy about this. 

What's happening here? Is this 
another “less than tolerant viewpoint” 
from Harley-Davidson”? More to the 
point, can any motorcycle builder use 
the Clean Air Act to force dealers to 
use only stock, factory-supplied par 
on their motorcycle? ' 

The answer to that last question is 
“no”. You see, the H-D letter did not 
quote the paragraph in the Clean Air 
Act that says (in effect) “Nothing in 
this law says you must use OEM 


(original equipment manufacturer) 
parts in repair or replacement"; or the 
one that says nobody can make the use 
of such standard parts a condition of 
warranty. 


The politicians and the bureaucrats 
didn't write those provisions into the 
law out of love for trick parts builders. 
They did so because without those 
provisions, the whole Clear Air Act 
might have been overturned as 
unconstitutional. Why? Because these 
provisions are in there to prevent 
"restraint of trade", which is illegal 
under other, older federal laws. And if 
one law conflicts with another, then 
it’s usually the newer law that gets 
canned. 


Hence the wording. It means that 
aftermarket and modified parts have a 
kind of anti-monopoly protection 
against unfair competition; although 
they must (under other parts of the 
law) not make the bike's exhaust any 
dirtier than it was when stock. 

Does all this mean that Harley- 
Davidson's letter to the dealers was 
illegal? Not really, according to MIC 
President Alan Isley, in whose 
opinion, “It is legally and technically 
correct...the words are right, even if 
they only tell one side of the story. 
(They used “may” and “might” in all 
the right places.) Isley added that he 
has written John Davidson, asking that

he be a little more fair with the 
aftermarket in the future. 

So, apparently it’s an old 
scenario...Harley pulls a slick trick; 
sticks it to the modified parts makers, 
gets knuckles lightly rapped. Endof 
story? Not quite. What's happened, 
here is indeed an old story. Nearly 
every bike-builder in the business has, 
at one time or other, tried to badger its 
dealers into using factory parts imi 
preference over someone else's; 
without overtly breaking the law. Тһе 
“less than tolerant viewpoint” is nota! 
H-D exclusive. 

What is new, and rather dangerous; 
is that never has a government actiom 
given a factory such a wide-opem 
opportunity to spread panic without 
breaking the law. Yet this is exactly: 
what federal and state emissions 
regulations have done. 


Moreover, this had not been any 
harmless snafu. People have lost sales 
and lost money over this. Who is to 
blame? Is it Harley-Davidson, for 
doing what any  red-blooded 
motorcycle factory would do in their 
place? Or is it the government for 
saddling us with this mess in the first 
place? 


Is this a sign that these regulations 
are going to set dealers, parts-makers 
and factories flailing away at each 
others? I hope not. Е е 





Streeti is Neat `

of legalities and bureaucraps, 
those neat little words that have 
managed to make a government 
of the people into a government to the 
people. No longer is the government 
there to help folks live better. Now it is 
a, self-generating entity. that does 
nothing but try to prolong its own 
existence, Each little nerd in his little 
troll office has only one task: to 
preserve his own job. 

A couple of years back, one of these 
little nerds was busy playing with his 
secretary when a biker rode by his 
office and the secretary got off his lap 
and wanted to go ride with the cool 
dude on his scooter.

World Championship Trials Series - Round One 


Vesterinen takes advantage of 
Lampkin’s “gamble”

ULSTER N. IRELAND, FEB. 11 


World trials champion Yrjo Vesterinen is back 
on course for his third successive title. Con- 


juring a performance of pure magic on his 


third and final lap, the 25-year-old Finn came 


from behind to beat Martin 
Lampkin at the frozen solid 
Hurst Cup title opener in Ulster 
on Saturday. 

But it was only a cruel twist of fate 
that cost Lampkin the victory he 
seemed to have in the bag after two 
laps of icy torture on the bitterly cold 
Clandeboye landscape. 

A front wheel puncture on one of 
the rare occasions that the British 
Bultaco ace did not carry a spare tube, 
forced him to a gamble he didn't need. 
He could ride the final four sections 
with a flat tyre - or risk losing time 
penalties while going back to base for 
a new wheel. 

Lampkin decided to press on - and 
ran up a disastrous string of four con- 
secutive fives. That finished it. 
Vesterinen seemed to find grip where 
there was none to be had - and drop- 
ped only eight marks in the last four 
sections, to win by 11.9 marks. 


The cold facts that came together 
afterwards showed that if Lampkin 
had gone for the wheel, he might have 
lost 20 minutes - or two marks. And if 
he had repeated his performances of 
the first and second laps, he would 
have lost five, instead of 20 marks on 
those final sections - enough to win. 


"I gambled wrong," he admitted af- 
terwards. “I thought I was riding well 
enough to get through the last sections 
okay. But I’m not disappointed with 
second place.” 

Though Rob Shepherd, riding from 
three-quarters distance on the first lap 
without third gear on the Honda, and 
Mick Andrews, having his best world 
title ride in two years followed Lam- 
pkin home in third and fourth - it was 
a disappointing day for the British. 

Not least of all for Malcolm Rath- 
mell, whose tenth place made it just 
four British riders in the top ten. 

In conditions that favoured big 


riders on heavy bikes, Rathmell and 
the 165:Ib. works Suzuki were always 
struggling, and the former European 
champion lost more marks after two 
laps than Vesterinen lost over the full 
distance. 

A last minute about-turn by U.S. 
champion Marland Whaley cut the 
strength of the American challenge. 
Whaley's decision to splash $68,000 
dollars on a new house, and then stay 
at home to look after his latest 
aquisition, left Bernie Schreiber and 
Mark Eggar to wave Old Glory. 

Ninth place, two championship 
points and a badly skinned thumb was 
the reward for Bultaco sponsored 
Schreiber,  whiz-kid of the 1977 
World Championship series. 

"I've never ridden a trial as icy as 
this," quipped the 19-year-old 
Californian, "but it sure is fun.” 

Eggar, taking two weeks off college 
where he's studying to become a fire 
chief, found the going tough, and 
marks difficult to save. He finished 
down in 35th spot on a Montesa 
borrowed from British importer Jim 
Sandiford. 

Lampkin took full advantage of his 
early number, got the 195 Ib. Bultaco 
moving and led the field by 12 on the 
first lap, before sections turned to 





polished ice. 

Mick Andrews, arriving in Belfast 
only hours before the start also made 
capital of the early going to take 
second spot ahead of Austrian Jo 
Wallman, the surprise packet of the 
first lap leaderboard. 

Dr. Peter Kuciuian, designer of the 
new 320 SWM, was snowbound at 
Milan airport, unable to see his 
machine make its world championship 
debut. But French senior champion 
Charles Coutard proved the potential 
of Italy's expensive newcomer, moving 
from sixth to fifth on the second lap, 
and holding that position at the finish. 

But there was no repeat of last year's 
Hurst glories for SWM team-mate 
John Reynolds. Briefly on the leader- 
board after the first 24 sections, the 
young Wetherby rider crashed heavily, 
bruising his ribs, and never fully 
recovered. 

Nick Jefferies’ debut ride with the 
new CCM ended on the third lap with 
a broken footrest, bent rear damper 
and a split tank - a real acid test for 
Alan Clews’ machine. 

Earlier, at the end of lap two, Jef- 
feries had wanted to quit, believing 
that with just an hour of his time left, 
he wouldn't make it. But officials 
urged him on.

Occasional glimpses of brilliance 
from Ulster champion Colin Bell on 
another SWM warmed the smaller 
than usual home crowds - and predic- 
tably enough, Bell was best of the Irish 
riders, ahead of Stan Thomas. 

But the bulk of the 22 retirements 
were home ground men, including 
Tom McBride who drowned his Mon- 
tesa at Conlig lead mines, and Billy 
Wightman, whose stomach pains were 
diagnosed as appendicitis. 

Brother Davy, on Terry Boyd's 
Suzuki, survived a similar soaking, to 
finish just behind Trevor Callaghan - 
thanks to some sustinance in a flask 
provided by Tourist Board officials. 

A spinal pain-killing injection 
helped Dave Thorpe survive the 
distance without further aggravating 
his back injury, but after slotting in at 
11th on the first lap, the former Hurst 
winner failed to make an impression. 

Swedish champion Ulf Karlsson - 
the man Vesterinen fears most, rode 
steadily without being spectacular, 
and rushed the final lap without stop- 
ping to inspect sections. 

At the finish, he was only 10 
minutes from exclusion for lateness. 
“The time allowed (five hours plus one 
hour) was to short,” he said. 

A spectator stepped in to keep 
Belgian ace Jean-Marie Lejeune in the 
running. His Montesa was running 
rich, but he had lost his own 
screwdriver en route. A borrowed pen- 
knife helped Lejeune to tune his car- 
buretor. •

Eight years on the starting line

Eight years in the motocross promoting game is a 
long time. Bill West is well aware of the fact. He 
was promoting long before the stars of today were 
ready to think about turning professional; before 
there was a National Championship; before the 
present management of the AMA was making 
decisions affecting the sport. 

In short, West has seen the sport grow and has 
been, in turn, a part of that growth. Eight years ago 
he kicked off AMA sanctioned motocross at his 
facility - Sunshine Speedway in St. Petersburg, 
Florida. At about the same time, the Winter-AMA 
MX Series was born to give snowbound riders a 
chance to spend the month of February in Florida 
getting in shape for the coming season. 

Despite his increasing involvement over the years, 
West has not been able to influence the one area 
that affects him most: AMA decision making. The 
only time the AMA will listen is if “you threaten the 
hell out of them,” says West. “Sometimes even that 
doesn’t work. A promoter really has no say in the 
decisions that affect him. 


“The AMA’s scheduling of a Supercross event in 
Seattle, Washington right in the middle of an 
established motocross series (the Winter-AMA) and 
limiting riders to contesting only one class in the 
National Championships are two good examples of 
the AMA not listening to promoter input.” 


Bill West has seen a lot of action and change in 
the past eight years. But none has prompted him to 
honestly sit back and contemplate the possibility of 
seeking another way of earning a living. This year 
will tell the tale. 


There is more to the story so sit back, grab a can 
of your favorite thirst quencher and join in on the 
conversation. 


*** 

"We (the promoters) are being killed with this 
new rule allowing a rider to compete for the title in 
only one class. All the stars have chosen to race the 
250cc class. There are five promoters who have 
500/125cc Nationals who are plain out of luck. I 
know what I'm talking about -- I've got twol 


"My argument with Mr. Mockett and Mr. 
DiPrete of the AMA is that they (the AMA) have a 
commodity (the rider) which they sell to the 
promoter. The promoter, in turn, sells the product 
to the public. Fans are the ultimate consumer, so 
the better the AMA packages the commodity and 
markets it, the more valuable it is. 

"Right now we only have four really saleable 
stars: Weinert, DiStefano, Hannah and Smith. If a 
promoter has all four at his event, it will sell, if he 
has only one then it's nip and tuck. 

"It's strange. Here the AMA is raising the purses 
for Nationals (from $8,000) to $10,000 and adding 
to our overhead while dividing the stars we use to 
sell tickets. In effect they're giving us less and 
charging us more. 

“The AMA isn’t the only one to blame though. If 
a lot of the promoters would be realistic with the 
AMA, then maybe they would start paying a little 
attention to us. The problem is that some 
promoters brag about how much money they made 
so most people will think they made a killing. I've 
never seen the type crowds they talk about. A 
promoter is only hurting himself when he pads at- 
tendance figures to make an event look good. 


"Promoting motocross is a damn complicated 
business. To make money you need to approach it 
as a business. One big problem is promoters who 
are not in it as a business. They're either out to 
make a quick buck - which they won't - or are 
building monuments to their egos and calling them 
motocross facilities. 


"What the AMA needs to remember is that the 
good promoters are business people and that maybe 
they should think twice about giving a sanction to 
those that aren't. There are too many guys 
promoting who have no idea of what they are doing 
and I think that is one factor that is holding the 
sport back.

It's said that there is so much motocross going on 
in the South and the AMA can't get a handle on it. 
Programs like the new Regional Championship MX 
Series are really good ideas. But they are going to 


. fall flat on their face if the AMA doesn't get 


representatives out in the field to spread the word. 
It's like operating a church. You need missionaries 
out beating the bushes and telling the promoter: 
‘Hey, this thing will work. We'll help you do thi 
and do that to make it go.' 

** * 

“Hey, we've got some high level problems in thé 
racing end of the AMA. The riders have their act 
together, the promoters, for the most part, do also, 
but we don't have any leadership. We don't have 
anybody who will listen to what we're saying. The 
only way a promoter can have any voice whatsoever 
is to threaten the hell out of them and then it takes 
someone with weight like Bill France at Daytona 
before the AMA takes notice. 


"I can darn near guarantee you that if some guy 
with his act together were down here representing 
the AMA they could win the war. That's all it 
would take. Most of the promoters run unsanc- 
tioned events because they're not knowledgeable. 

"If you think about it, Russ March (a former 
general manager of the AMA) had the right idea 
with the field rep program. It's a shame things went 
sour because he had some very good ideas about 
exposure. He was promoting his product - the 
AMA. 

"I wish I was in charge of an organization with 
over 100,000 members, a built in racing program 
and sponsors like Camel Filter Cigarettes. I don't 
think the AMA is doing nearly what they could with 
the potential they've got. I believe they've been 
dragging their feet. Russ March may have had a 
few problems and caused a few, but he was on the 
right track as far as promoting the organization. 
Every leader since then (1975) has done nothing. 
They all seem to operate with a don't rock the boat 
type of philosophy. 

"AMA motocross manager Mike DiPrete and I 
don't agree on promotion and a lot of other things, 
but when the racing is over we're friends. 

"I don't believe that he is as knowledgeable as he 
should be to make some of the decisions he does. 
That is one of the reasons I’m disappointed that the 
AMA doesn’t listen to the imput they get. 

“DiPrete makes decisions he thinks are good for 
the sport. Now just who is ‘the sport?’ Does it mean 
the promoter, the rider, the industry, the san- 








ctioning body or who? His intentions are good, but 
the saying goes ‘the road to hell is paved with good 
intentions.’ DiPrete could very well be gone in six 
months, but we're (the promoters) going to still be 
doing business. 

"Doug Mockett, as director of Professional 
racing, is in a position to really do us some good. 
From outward appearances he is doing what he was 
hired for. I don't like some of the things he is doing, 
but then there are a lot of people who don't. I guess 
i's not so much what he's doing as the way he's 
doing it. 

* ** 

"The AMA is still engaging in the operation of 
pitting the promoter against the rider with them in 
the middle as good guys. That is not their function. 
They should be there as a catalyst, as points 
keepers, as administrators. But not as politicians. 
The AMA's job should be to tie the rider, the spec- 
tator and the promoter together and make it 
profitable to each. 

"I really get disappointed with the riders. They 
don't realize what 1s there for them if they'll just 
grab hold. Very few of the riders understand what 
exposure in the media can do. The riders come into 
town and hide from the promoter. I think that is a 
failure on the AMA's part in a sense. The Class C 
riders aren't like that. They are more into the show 
business aspect and understand what is going on. 

"A promoter pays the National Champion $200 
if he just shows up at the track (The rule requires 
the rider to pre-enter 30 days or more before the 
event.) I can't believe that in order to collect that 
money he doesn't have to make himself available to 
the promoter for at least a press conference or 
something. 

“There are lots of things the AMA could do to 
help the promoter. They could put together some 
really good racing footage for TV commercials and 
make up newspaper slicks for advertising. Remem- 
ber, that you're dealing with a lot of part time 
promoters and they need help. They need 
somebody to come in there and give them a boost. 
The AMA is selling the promoter a package and 
they assume that they have guys standing in line for 
them. They are right in a way, but we have nearly a 
5096 turn-over rate in National promoters. That 





rate stems from guys losing their butts on a 
promotion. 

“If I sell you a new car I think it is my obligation 
to see that it runs good and that you're satisfied 
with it. If I infer, insinuate or lead you to believe 
that if you buy a sanction you are going to make 
money then I should make some effort to make sure 
you do. You can't just say 'Here it is, you're on your 


own.’

“Our Florida (Winter-AMA) Series has been suc- 
cessful for seven years. It was something the AMA 
could have used - but didn’t - as an example to 
other promoters who thought they couldn't have a 
successful event and pay the AMA back gate 
monies. 

Now all that work is in jeopardy because the 
AMA decided they needed a Supercross in Seattle, 
Washington on February 19. I think we've been 
treated really shabby. 

"In my mind the AMA is playing with dynamite 
and doesn't even know it. I guess they feel that they 
don't need a grass roots operation to give the riders 
an opportunity to get their feet wet; to find out 
what being a professional is all about. Every 
organization that is strong has a minor league and a 
training period; someplace to bring the new guys in 
and give them a taste of the action and a little 
recognition. 

"I can't believe there couldn't have been a little 
bit better selection and placement of the Seattle 
date rather than right in the middle of our series. It 
doesn't make sense. Everyone that I've talked to is 
denying who picked the date. 

“What is really frustrating is that I was told by 
Mike DiPrete last year that the AMA might put a 
stadium event against the Florida Series and I 
began fighting that idea. I lost, of course. It was 
almost as if they work on the idea of ‘Don't confuse 
me with the facts, my mind is already made up.’ 

"The AMA was totally deaf to all our pleas. We 
sent them a letter with a tally from last year's 
referee reports which showed we sent over $17,000 
from insurance, back gate, sanction fees and other 
monies to the AMA. We had over 200 pro riders at 
every event and 200 plus mechanics. We also 
averaged 400 riders per event from our amateur 





portion of the series. We signed up over 200 new 
members and a number of new professional licen- 
ses. 
"That is what the AMA needs. - a grass roots 
operation that brings in both money and new 
members. Yet all our work was for nothing since it 
didn't seem to make any difference to the AMA. 

It would have been easy to run the series without 
an AMA sanction. But the problem is that to split 
off would not accomplish our goals. There are 
people in this who have worked seven years to make 
the series what it is today. Going non-sanctioned 
might have been the route to the quickest dollar, 
but I think in the long run the whole sport would 
have suffered. 

"What is really bad is that people who make 
decisions about things like this don't even have a 
piece of the long range action. They've been at the 
AMA for maybe two or three years. Maybe they 
won't be there tomorrow or the next day - - but we 
will. 

"Another thing to understand is that by sanc- 
tioning the Seattle event, the AMA gave the CMC 
(Continental Moto-sports Club) our stars gift wrapped 
for their winter series. We drew our strength from 
being able to lead into a major event. Now the 
CMC got one dumped in their laps and took advan- 
tage of it. Hell, the AMA gave them a present and 
won't get a dime in return. 

"You know something? When I told DiPrete 
about this he said he didn't blame the riders at all, 
that he would do the same as they are doing. 


Damn, we're missing the boat somewhere.

“Tl tell you what separates the kindling from the 
firewood. They can sit up there in Westerville all 
day long and tell the promoters how to put on a 
race, but until you put your $50,000 on the line you 
don't really know what is happening. You've got 
five hours on race day from about 10 a.m. until 2 
p.m. to get the people through the gate, get the 
cars parked, get the spectators around the track 
and get the program going so you can get back your 
$50,000 investment plus make a little profit. Until 
you've done that, all those theories and talking 
about what you'd do with other people's money 
aren't worth a damn."

Roeseler rolls on 
at Brush Busters

Overcoming an injured shoulder 
and a pressing motion picture 
schedule, Larry Roeseler power- 
ed his OR 390 Husqvarna to an- 


other victory at the AMA D-37 hare 
and hound held by the Brush Busters

After the sky diver’s parachute 
furled to the ground, the banner 
dropped, kicking off the sixth annual 
Brush Busters “Bust Out Hare and 
Hound.” The racers headed up the 
valley toward the famous “tank 
slapper” wash.

After years of trying, Harley-Davidson finally 
recorded their name at the top of a score sheet 
in National caliber motocross.

MXL sponsored Florida Win- 
ter-AMA Series held at Action 
Park Motocross was none other 
than the "Killer," Florida's Don 
Kudalski. Don used the day to con-

with his Gordon Rainbow tuned 
Yamaha for the third week in a row, 
and also entered the 250cc class in a 
test ride to determine if he should sign 
on with Harley as their only factory 
motocross rider. When Don walked off 
with the 250cc class as well on the Tom 
Volin prepared CR 250, the contracts 
were ready to be signed. 

Kudalski's Harley ride came about 
after Mickey Boone turned down his 
supposedly lucrative sponsorship with 
the Milwaukee firm at the first race of 
the Florida Series because the bike 

*...just wasn't competitive." While 
Don obviously thought it was, Mickey 


turned up at the races this weekend 
with a van load of new RM production 
Suzukis and word was that he had 
picked up Suzuki B Team support for 
the coming season. Marty Moates also 
revealed that he had picked up spon- 
sorship from LOP to campaign 
LOP modified Suzukis in the Super- 
cross Series and 125cc Nationals. 


Rain had saturated the soil at Ac- 
tion Motocross Park, turning the track 
surface into one of the strangest ever 
seen in motocross.

lost half a lap working it loose. 
_ When McCoy got left behind, Can- 
;Am's Kenny Zahrt wheelied his Tom 
‘Halverson-prepared machine into the 
‘lead. Kudalski recovered from a mid- 
‘pack start to move right up behind 
Zahrt at the 10-minute mark. Don was 
anxious to put himself into the lead 
and dove inside of Kenny in a bermed 
turn, trying to push the Can-Am over 
the top, but Kenny and the berm held 
their ground and Kudalski didn't. 
Picking himself back up off the 
ground, Kudalski set back out in pur- 
suit of Zahrt and caught him quickly, 


but this time the two orange bikes 
followed each other for two laps as 
Don waited for Zahrt to boggle before 
trying to squeeze by again. 

When Kenny tripped up in a tight 
berm, Don was past in a flash with the 
lead, but then Zahrt bashed right 
back inside of Kudalski at the next 
turn and took the lead back, then 
Kudalski took it back again in the 
following turn as he bashed into Zahrt 
and Kenny nearly bunced off the bike 
with a flying “W.” 

This went on for an entire lap 
before Don stuck the Harley in a rut 
and it looked like Kenny would pull 
away with a clear shot at the win, but 
just as Ken passed Don in the rut, 
Kenny's Can-Am suffered a loose elec- 
trical connection that brought him to 
a quick halt within sight of the 
checkered flag. 

The win was Kudalski's as McCoy 
found himself back in second spot, 
ahead of John Calathes, Mickey 
Kessler, Frank Stacy and Mark 
Robillard who had all battled just as 
excitingly over fourth place the entire 
moto. 

Zahrt pulled the holeshot in the 
second moto, ahead of McCoy, 
Moates, Calathes, Stacy, Robillard 
and Rhyan. Kudalski had been run off 
the track coming off the line and was 
having to work himself up from last 
place. 

On the second lap Monte McCoy 
took a short lived lead away from 
Zahrt before Monte began a series of 
get-offs which would leave him sixth 
for the moto. From lap three to the 
finish line the second moto belonged 
to Zahrt as he recorded his first victory 
of the series. 

Having a bang-up battle over 
second spot were Moates, Kessler, 
Stacy and Calathes. Kessler was nearly 


put out of action with a possible 


broken foot as he nailed a stalled rider 
with his J&R Yamaha and fell over, 
though he did finish. Marty Moates 
put his Husy into second spot at the 
finish as Kudalski moved into third 
place with the Harley, good enough 
for the overall win. 
Open Professional 

There was no time out between 
motos, forcing Kudalski to literally 
jump off the Harley after winning the 
250cc class and onto his Yamaha, 
waiting for him on the starting line of 
the Open class. Two 30 minute motos 
back to back on an infamous killer 
Florida sand track. Now we know why 
Weinert gave Kudalski his nickname. 


Cutting across from the far side of 
the starting line, Don left his Yamaha 
pegged as he dived into turn one and 
cut off the entire pack, building up a 
100-yard lead before he got more than 
two turns down the track. 

John Joyner would prove to be Don's 
only real competition as he reeled in 
and passed Don on thethird lap of the 
rare. Ít was paint swapping for nearly 
two laps before Don finally pulled 
away cleanly with a strong lead that 
wouldn't be headed again. 

Sam Dayton would slip by Joyner 
both motos to secure second place 
each time, leaving John with third 
overall for the day. 

After bike problems in the first 
moto, Joey Gratton, another Florida 
sand specialist, would slide his Team 
Maico bike up to fourth spot in round 
two, ahead of Mickey Boone and 
Barry Higgins. “Old Man” Higgins, 
who certainly has to be collecting 
Social Security by now, took fourth 
overall after a strong fourth place 
finish in the opening round to put the 
kids, most of them more than 10 years 


his junior, to shame. ISDT and Two- 
Day star Frank Gallo blew an excellent 
top ten placing in the first moto 
when he managed to find the only hole 
in the track...and a dry one at 
that...and stick himself there for 
nearly an entire lap. He'll never live it 
down since if anyone should have 
missed it, it was Frank.

just as much a breeze for Kudalski as 
winning the first. Pulling into victory 
circle amid the popping of champagne 
corks, the Killer hoisted Trim 
Leathers trophy girl Laura Lee into 
his arms, gave her a big smack on the 
lips and declared, "I'm ready to go 
another moto if you are!" Then in an 
aside to AMA referee Freddy Ephrem, 
"Good lookin' guys get good lookin' 
girls like this all the time, but see how 
hard us Pollocks have to work at it." @

Ken Morgan was lurking back a few 
places waiting for the perfect moment 
to make his move. On lap six he moved 
in and passed Fry. One lap later 
Rodman bumped Fry for third. 
Taking home the top money were 
Smith, Morgan and Rodman. 

The classic holeshot of the day 
belonged to Cole Bros. Suzuki riding 
Wes Sutton in the opening 250cc Pro 
moto. Much to Wes’ chagrin, his leg 
hit the fuel petcock and turned off the 
gas. David Williams wasted no time in 
blasting his Maico to the forward 
ground. Robert Reisinger was able to 
keep his “Green Meanie” Kawasaki 
right with Williams until the Flying 
Machine Factory's newly-married 
"Radical Ron" Turner tweaked him 
for second. DG hotshoe, Yamaha 
riding Jim Domann, ripped by 
Reisinger to take over third. 

David Williams then wicked it on 
for an unbelievable start and a win in 
moto two. "Radical Ron" Turner was 
right on the big red machine's rear 
fender. By the closing laps, Williams 
and Turner had a 27-second lead on 
the other riders. Domann had third. 

It is impossible not to get excited 
when the 125cc Pro riders line up and 
await Stu Peters' signal to start the 
machines. Rick Maki moved his 
Suzuki first to become the early leader. 

After the pack thinned a little, Pat 
“Hot-Dog” Hubbs was the victim of a 
combination of riders, flags and 
whoops. He did a flying endo, winding 
up on the ground shaking a fog out of 
his head. 


On the third lap FMF's Ron Turner 
took the lead away from Maki. 
Chappy Blose was third but beginning 
to put the moves on Maki. Bob Stem 
piloted his Yamaha around several 
riders to lock into fourth. On the ninth 
lap, Chappy had displaced Maki and 
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headed for Turner. The last lap had 
Turner still the leader with Blose, 
Maki, Stem and Gary Tomlin and the 
infamous Zunda next. 

Chappy Blose and his red, white 
and blue Bassett jersey was the first 
rider to appear at the top of the start 
hill with Maki, Mark Dooley, Alex 
Downs and Ron Turner riding next. 
Turner started his assault on the 
leader, taking only five laps to get to 
the second slot. Blose and Turner gave 
the crowd a thriller. For 11 laps, Blose 
was able to stay ahead of Turner but 
the sweeper at Webco saw Turner take 
over as leader. Directly behind Blose 
was Maki, Stem Tomlin and Cross-Up 
rider Matt Devich.

Perfect score for 
Mahan at SRA 
Calico Enduro

BARSTOW, CA, FEB. 12 

The seventh annual Calico En- 
duro, presented by the Sportsman 
Racing Association (SRA), was 
described by many riders as one 


of the best enduros they have ever 
ridden. 

The weather was fantastic. At key 
time, 8:00 a.m., there was a bit of chill 
in the air as riders got underway. The 
coolness made for perfection as they 
worked their machines over the 27.5- 
mile first loop. 

During a split on the course, the two 
loopers rode up a good-sized soft hill 
that ended with a little ridge running 
and a deep sandwash. The one loopers 
rode down a fast fire road and right 
into the tie breaker check. 

Claiming the only perfect score of 
0.30 was Christi Acosta who rides in 
the 250cc class and has never trophied 
before. 

Two youngsters who were riding 
together, Hank Aul and Scot Hopkins, 
kept it all together by finishing second 
and third overall with a 0.32 and a 
0.40. Acosta, Aul and Hopkins were 
the only zeros on the first loop that 
included a long rocky sandwash and 
one good downhill. 

Besides being a good timekeeper, 
the 27.6-mile second loop offered 
variety plus a challenge. According to 


"Joe Senn, a B over 35 rider, "The 


terrain definitely kept one's interest 
but the best part was that it wasn't a 
body or bike breaker and it was a 
helluva lot of fun." 

Duane Mahan, an Open B over 
35 rider conquered all by being the 
only 0.30 perfect score for both loops. 
Larry Langley, the AMA District 37 
enduro steward, shared second place 
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with Sam Orrick and Bill Lockshaw 
with a 0.31. Langley and Orrick were 
also part of the winning "three-man 
team" whose third member, Pooch, 
had a 0.57 at the tie breaker. 

The surprise of the day was check 
“E.” This, the first check on the 
second loop, was located precisely at 
the three-mile marker. Many, many 
riders burnt this one. They had 
WFO’d it out to this point where they 
figured to spend a few minutes 
checking their time equipment and 
speedos. Here, the three young 
checkers heard every comment 
possible as riders openly expressed 
their feelings about this check. 

Check “F,” the tie breaker, was 
located at 15.3 miles on the side of a 
steep downhill where the course made 
a sharp left turn. One young female 
rider was extremely grateful that “Lil 
John” Henderson with IRRC was at 
this check. As she came down the hill, 
she discovered her rear brake was gone 
and she went down pretty hard. Lil 
John very quickly had her out to the 
highway and on her way to be taken 
care of. This was only one of the many 
energencies handled by IRRC (Inter- 
national Racing Radio Crew) who is 
usually the unsung hero of the day. 

It was also at this check that nine- 
yéar-old Gregory Wall was spotted 
riding a Suzuki 80. Gregory was riding 
on line 34 and he pulled into the tie 
breaker at 34.34. Considering that 
minis and under 16 year-olds rarely 
ride the second loop, Gregory is surely 
among the riders who described this 
Calico as “one of the best.” 

The course ended with a long 
sandwash, fast fireroads and a. few 
goou but not impossible hills. The 
speeds were fast but not too fast for the 
terrain. And referring to good-time 
keeping, just as the enduro was over, 
dark clouds started coming in from the 
south, bringing more of that wet stuff 
that Southern California has been 
blessed with so much lately.

Soboba Grand Prix

SOBOBA INDIAN RESERVATION, 
CAL, FEB. 19 

Bob Balentine (KTM) splashed 
his way to the overall win at the 
Eighth Annual Soboba Grand 
Prix. Balentine picked up $500 
for the 500cc Pro class win as a bonus, 
overcoming tough competition from 
Larry Roeseler (Hus) and Jim Fishback 
(Yam). Roeseler finished behind 
Balentine closing fast. Another lap 
and he may have overtaken him. 
Speedway star Jim Fishback took third 
overall, first 250cc to pick up the $500 
for that class win. The 125cc class 
winner was still undecided as this 
article was being written. 

The Soboba Grand Prix is tradition- 
ally a low finisher race and this year’s 
event proved to be no exception. 
When riders started pitting at the end 
of the first lap out of simple 
exhaustion, the pit crews knew it was 
going to be a long afternoon. The 15- 
mile course consisted of two deep 
water crossings, one mud and the 
other rocky, sand canyons (up and 
down), a tough downhill, ridge 
running, switchbacks and two miles 
down the river back to the pits. The 
sand canyons proved to be the 
toughest as they soon deteriorated into 
deep whoopers. Only rider in really 
good shape could handle them at 
speed as the laps wore on. 

The crossings and the downhill were 
the favorite spectator spots for those 
hardy enough to hike in. Malcolm 
Smith was helping out and was at the 
downhill when the Pros came through 








on the first lap. Most were impressive 
but Steve Bauer (DG) never let off as 
he flew halfway down, hit, gassed it, 
and landed at the bottom, leaving the 
spectators and Malcolm totally 
amazed. 

A number of fast ladies were 
entered, including Sue Fish (Yam) ' 
who was running near the top 10 when 
ske crashed hard on the third lap 
putting her out of the race. Cherry 
Stockton was reportedly being filmed 
for a "Women in Sports" episode and 
was doing quite well. Team Honda's 
Rick  Munyon, who will Бе 
campaigning a four-stroke machine on 
the National Enduro circuit, rode his 
practice bike, a new CR-250R and 
looked smooth. He was in contention 
for a payoff spot in the 250cc Pro class. 


The lead changed several times 
between the leaders for the eight laps 
and the Pros and everyone else who 
could keep up went eight laps. Most of 
the Sportsman struggled to six laps 
though and were glad to not have to go 
anymore. OCMC Novice Danny 
McClain (KTM) was looking pretty 
fast on the sixth lap and was 
disappointed he didn't make seven. 


The only discontent on an otherwise 
beautiful weekend of racing was that 
many of the riders felt they got ripped 
off by the camping fees. A bunch of 
Maywood M.C. guys showed up to pit 
for Bruce Ogilvie (H-D) and since they 
didn't have a camping pass which 
allowed them the privilege of camping 
for a mere three dollars, they were 
charged $10 for a place to park 
overnight. And it wasn’t even in the 
same place where everyone else got to 
camp. The Pros weren't too happy to 
have to pay the three dollars to camp 
after coughing up $50 for an entry fee 
either. On the other hand, the 60¢ 
burritos were very good.
